O’Tooie also twice instructed 
Jonathan Turner, Negro restau- 
rant inspector who works for Dr.

The fourth continuance for 
Wingo, for one week, was granted 
by the board today on O’Toole’s 
recommendation. Before the board 
acted, George F. Reeves, head of 
the food control section, rose and 
told the board: “I wish to regis- 
ter a protest on behalf of my 
department and of the Health 
Commissioner.” The board grant- 
ed the continuance anyhow. 

Dr. Smith, interviewed later in 
his office, told reporters Inspec- 
tor Turner had been so disturbed 
by O’Toole’s order, permitting the 
unsanitary conditions to continue, 
that he reported back to Reeves.

But if industry is 
to benefit by utilizing this power, 
with Government co-operation, it 
must put up its fair share of the 
investment necessary to capture 
it for profitable applications.” 


Thomas’s Proposal. 

Dr. Thomas, speaking Sunday 
at Hobart and William Smith Col- 
leges at Geneva, N.Y., suggested 
industry would invest huge sums 
in atomic power plants to carry 
out long term contracts with Gov- 
ernment to produce atomic mate- 
rials. The Government would re- 
tain ownership of all fissionable 
elements and by-products. Indus- 
try, for its own purposes, would 
use the power produced by atom 
production. 

“If Government requirements 
would be satisfied at less cost by 
the arrangement Dr. Thomas out- 
lined, and industrialists are to 
manufacture their products more 
cheaply and to supply new prod- 
ucts and create new fields of 
production, then the golden atom 
age would be opened,” Baruch 
said. 

Baruch emphasized that indus-

“If O’Toole is going to assume 
the responsibility of the health 
commissioner he should take the 
oath of office,” Dr. Smith said.

O’Toole’s interference, he _  in- 
tended to close down the ice 
cream parlor today as a public 
health meance, under powers 
granted him by the city charter. 

“That’s all we can do,” Dr. 
Smith said, “because there’s been 
no improvement whatever in 
conditions in the place.” 

“It’s mighty poor administra- 
tive policy for a member of the 
Board of Public Service to go 
directly to an inspector. It hurts 
department morale. Besides, the 
health menace there is very real 
—the potential hazard from con- 
ditions like that is tremendous.” 

Comment by O’Toole. 

O’Toole admitted to reporters 
that he had done everything 
charged by Dr. Smith, but denied 
he was “trying to circumvent op- 
erations of the Health Division.” 

He said Wingo, when first 
called before the board, protested 
that his place did not come under 
provisions of the restaurant or- 
dinance. 

“I was afraid somebody might 
be trying to persecute Wingo, so 
I asked for the continuance,” 
O’Toole said. “He promised me he 
would correct the conditions, so 
I told Turner to report back to 
me on the place in a week. When 
Turner reported the place wasn't 
cleaned up I told him to give 
Wingo two more weeks, until I 
could check into the place myself. 

“IT never had a chance to get 
out there, so I asked for the other 
continuance. But I don’t know 
Wingo, and he has no political 
significance.” 

After glancing at news stories 
about Dr. Smith’s severe criticism 
of O’Toole, Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst told reporters that Dr. 
Smith was appointed health com- 
missioner on a permanent basis 
“on the urgent pleading of 
O’Toole and on his recommenda- 
tion.”

HOUSE EXPECTED 
TOAPPROVE RENT 
CURB EXTENSION 
DEBATE BEGINS 


Measure Passed by Sen- 
ate 36 to 28, With Don- 
nell Voting for Bill and 
Kem Listed in Oppo- 
sition. 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 
Swift House passage of legislation 
continuing federal rent controls 
was predicted by Democratic 
leaders today after the Senate 
rammed through the compromise 
measure On a 36-to-28 vote. The 
House began debate on the bill 
today. 

The bill, which would keep 
alive the last of the major war- 
time controls, on approximately 
8,000,000 dwelling units, mostly in 
big cities, would work like this: 

1. The Federal Rent Control 
Authority, due to expire June 
30, would continue for a year. 

2. But the controls would 
cease automatically in_ six 
months, on Dec. 31, in all com- 
munities that before that date 
did not decide affirmatively, 
through a vote of the local gov- 
erning body or a referendum of 
the citizens, to continue the 
rent ceilings to June 30, 1951. 

3. Any community could vote 
itself out from under controls 
any time before Dec. 31. No 


community could restore con- 
trols after they were lifted. 


Rayburn Predicts Passage. 

House Speaker Rayburn (Dem.), 
Texas, told President Truman he 
is confident the House will pass 
the bill. The Administration had 
asked for a straight extension of 
the present law, but Banking 
Committee Chairman Spence 
(Dem.), Kentucky, an Administra- 
tion supporter, said the compro- 
mise local option bill “in my 
opinion is the best we can get 
through the House.” 

Representative Wolcott of Mich- 
igan, senior Ranking Committee 
Republican, an opponent of rent 
control, predicted the House vote 
would be close. 

Rent control is “un-American, 
unfair and discriminatory,” Rep- 


resentative Short (Rep.), Missouri, 


said. He told a reporter he would 
oppose the legislation in the 
House. 

Administration leaders overrode 
Republican opposition yesterday 
to put the measure through the 
Senate. On passage there, 30 
Democrats were joined by six Re- 
publicans in support of the bill. 
Opposing were 23 Republicans 
and five southern Democrats. 

Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, voted 
for the bill. Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
was absent but was listed as op- 
posing passage. 

Windup of Debate. 


In the windup of the heated de- 
bate, Senator Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, 
assailed the bill as “an attractive 
piece of political bait.” 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
he doesn’t believe there is further 
need for federal controls. He said 
local communities ougt to take 
care of controls, if they are need- 
ed, and he added: “I don’t know 
why Congress shouldl act as a wet 
nurse for states and cities which 
won't act for themselves.” 

Senator Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, 
said there still is “overcrowding 
in hundreds of communities,” 
partly as a result of sharp in- 
creases in population,” and added 
that “to take all rent controls off 
at this time would mean tremen- 
dous increases in rents.” 

Controls, first imposed in 1942, 
now touch about one-half the 
16,000,000 dwellings that were 
under rent ceilings in 1946. The 
last several rent law extensions 
have had various provisions for 
decontrol through actions by the 
federal rent administrator, state 
Legislatures, and local boards and 
governing bodies.

TELLS OF POWERFUL 
NEW LAND WEAPON 


PARIS, June 13 (AP)—America 
is developing a powerful new 
land weapon to smash any Rus- 
sian invasion of Western Europe, 
Dr. Vannevar Bush, wartime head 
of United States. Scientific Re- 
search and Development, said to- 
day. He described the weapon as 
“a marriage of the bazooka and 
the recoil-less gun.” He added 
itis one of the most important 
developments since the last war. 

With this and other strategic 
weapons, Bush declared, “rela- 
tively small and well-equipped 
land forces should be able with- 
in four or five years to hold off 
any Soviet tank-led invasion of 
Western Europe until United 
States power comes to the 
rescue.” 

Latest developments in radar 
and radio-guided missiles are 

making heavy bombers, subma- 
rines, battleships carriers 
and assault ane “vulnerable and 
obsolete,” he said. 

Dr. Bush, now president of the 
Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton, D.C., addressed the American 
Club of Paris. 

He told reporters the United 
States is well ahead of Russia in 
atomic warfare developments. He 
expressed doubt, however, that 
the United States or any other 
major power can develop a hydro- 
gen bomb.

Two Crewmen and Four 
Passengers Survive 
Ditching of Craft in 
Persian Gulf. 


PARIS, June 13 (AP) — Air 
France said today “it is feared 
that all hope is lost” for all but 
six of the 51 passengers and crew 
Of a C-54 Skymaster plane that 
ditched inte the sea near Bahrein 
in the Persian gulf last night. 

Survivors include four men 
passengers, a radio operator and 
the chief pilot, Jean Fladek, who 
was seriously injured when the 
four-engined plane came down 
into the sea three miles off the 
runway at Bahrein island after it, 
had already been given landing 
instructions. 

Fishing Boats Find Bodies. 

The bodies of four men and 
two women—all still unidentified 
— were recovered by fishing 
boats. 

Still missing are 39 persons, in- 
cluding one infant.

“IT have never had a financial 
interest in any gaming estab- 
lishment and my personal and 
business associates do pQt in- 
clude bookmakers or profession- 
al gamblers.” 

“There are no _ gangsters, 
mobsters, racketeers or other 
persons of questionable char- 
acter connected with, inter- 
ested in or employed by 
Pioneer.” 

“Being a minority stockhold- 
er, I have never had the 
authority nor did I attempt to 
set the policy of Pioneer.” 

At the suggestion of Rudolph 
Halley, chief counsel for the 
Kefauver committee, Molasky, an 
ex-convict, agreed to testify 
under oath before the entire com- 
mittee later today. 

Race News Distributor. 

Molasky fas been an overlord 
of the racing news distribution 
business in St. Louis and in cen- 
tral and southern states for 20 
years. Pioneer News Service, 
which he serves as vice president 
and for which he signs all. the 
checks, distributes racing news to 
illegal handbooks in St. Louis and 
in Missouri and Illinois. Pioneer 
gets its news from Continental 
Press Service, the national mo- 
nopoly in racing news distribu- 
tion controlled by the Chicago 
Capone syndicate. 

Molasky was closeted with at- 
torneys for the Senate committee 
for an hour, during which he 
read a seven-page statement on 
his activities as a racing news 
and magazine distributor in St. 
Louis, Kansas City, New Orleans 
and Memphis. He was questioned 
by the committee staff members 
in their crowded office in the 
building formerly occupied by the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation. 
Later Molasky handed out copies 
of his statement to reporters. 
Harold G. Robinson, member of 
the committee’s staff, said Mo- 
lasky brought some but not all his 
records, He was carrying a large 
bundle when he went before the 
committee, accompanied by his 
lawyer, Morris A. Shenker of St. 
Louis. 

Details Pioneer Ownership. 

In his statement, Molasky said 

he owns 35 per cent of the stock 
in Pioneer News Service. William 
Bréwn and his mother, Agnes, 
own 65 per cent of the stock, Mo- 
lasky said, William Brown is the 
son of the late Paul (Bev) Brown, 
formerly the principal figure in 
Pioneer News. 
“The business of Pioneer,” Mo- 
lasky said, “is to distribute and 
disseminate information pertain- 
ing to sporting events and other 
news of an unusual and sudden 
nature.”

COUNTY HOSPITAL COSTS 
RISE 122 PCT. SINCE 1944 


The operating cost of St. Louis 
County Hospital has increased 122 
per cent since 1944, Dr. Curtis H. 
Lohr, hospital superintendent, 


said last night at a meeting of the 
hospital’s visiting staff doctors. 
“The cost per capita for bed 
patients in 1949 was $12.07 as 
compared to $6.35 in 1944,” he re- 
ported. “Per capita cost for clin- 
ic patients for 1949 was $2.59 and 
in 1944 was $1.83.” Higher costs 
were attributed to increases in the 
number of employes by 50 per 
cent, salaries by 61 per cent and 
commodity prices by 47 per cent. 
In 1949 the number of patients 
admitted to the hospital was 4194, 
an increase of 261 over 1948, Dr. 
Lohr said. He also pointed out 
that the number of patients treat- 
ed had increased 40 per cent since

He expressed doubt that 
any Western Union officer knew 
of his interest in Pioneer. 
Pioneer News Service, Molasky 
continued, is the only corpora- 
tion that disseminates news of 
sporting events in which he has 
any financial interest.

Chairman of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, he opened de- 
bate on a bill that would add 
nearly 10,000,000 persons to the 
35,000,000 now covered by the 
old-age and survivors insurance 
system and sharply increase bene- 
fit payments. . 

Administration leaders hope 
that the Senate will finish with 
the bill early next week. It is a 
revised version of a measure 
passed by the House last October. 
Its enactment is a key part of 
the Administration program. 

Here are some of the major 
changes the bill would make. 

1. Extend coverage on a com- 
pulsory basis to about 8,300,000 
persons and on a voluntary basis 
to about 1,600,000. 

2. Increase the monthly benefit 
payments to the 2,900,000 persons 
currently receiving old-age and 
Survivors’ benefits an average of 

| 85 to 90 per cent. The average 
benefit for retired workers would 
'be increased from $26 to more 
than $48. 

3. Establish a new benefit for- 
mula for persons retiring in the 
future under which benefits would 
be approximately double those 
payable under existing law. 

4. Make it much easier for old- 
er persons to qualify for benefits 

by reducing the required period 
of covered employment. 

5. Retain until 1956 the present 
tax of 1% per cent each on em- 
ployer payrolls and employe earn- 
ings to finance the system. After 
that the tax rate would rise

750 Guildsmen Involved. 
The strike began at 4:30 a.m, 
affecting 750 members employed 
by the World-Telegram and Sun. 
A guild statement termed the 
strike “completely effective” on 
the big daily—one of the largest 
afternoon newspapers in the coun- 


circulation of more than 600,000. 

In addition to the main plant of 
the newspaper, three other plants 
were picketed. 

The strike provides the first 
test of a mutual aid pact con- 
cluded June 5 by nine major tech- 
nical and white-collar unions in 
the newspaper industry. They 
agreed to respect one another's 
picket lines in event of a strike. 

In recent weeks some copies of 
late editions of the World-Tele- 
gram and Sun have been pub- 
lished at the New York Times to 
permit more rapid distribution in 
mid-town Manhattan. The man- 
agement of the Times posted a 
notice to its employes yesterday 
that said that in the event of a 
strike the Times would not con- 
tinue this operation. 

Talks Covered Three Months. 

The walkout came after both 
sides deadlocked yesterday at the 
end of three months of negotia- 
tions. 

The Guild’s “rock bottom” de- 
mands, made yesterday, led off 
with a 10 per cent pay increase, 
with minimums ranging from $40 
a week for office boys to $120 for 
news men with six years experi- 
ence. The present top is $110. 
The demands also included a re- 
quirement that nine out of 10 new 
employes hired be guildsmen, a 
night differential of one hour’s 
pay per shift, arbitration of group 
layoffs on economy grounds, a 
five-day week or higher pay for 
tabulators, and a one-year con- 
tract. 


said it could not meet these terms 
because of business conditions. It 
made the following counter-offer: 

A general pay increase from $2 
to $5 weekly and increases of $1 
to $3.50 a week in minimum 
scales, making the top minimum 
$113.50 for experienced news 
men; arbitration of wage con- 
ditions if both sides cannot agree: 
a job security clause “in effect” 
the same as that at the Times; 
maintenance of membership; eight 
paid holidays a year instead of 
six; a night differential of 75 
cents for the night shift and $1.50 
for the third or overnight shift, 
and a 35-hour work week instead 
of the present 3714. 

“In general wage increase, min- 
imums and night differential,” the 


management said, “our offer goes 
far beyond anything offered by 
any other major New York news- 
paper. On hours, vacations and 
holidays, it is the equal of the 
best now in effect or offered by. 
any of these papers. On job and 
union security it is in line with 
that accepted by the Guild from 
the Times.”

The top minimum wage for re- 
porters on most New York dailies 
is $110 a week. The top minimum 
for reporters on the New York 
Post is $117 weekly, and the Com- 
pass $120. 

Letter to Employes. 

In a letter to its employes, the 
World-Telegram and Sun said: 

“We do not desire a strike. We 
have exercised every reasonable 
effort to avoid one. Any inter- 
ruption of the publication of this 
paper which endangers its prog- 
ress must inescapably impair the 
security of us all.

2. No new plans or arrange- 
ments must interfere with Brit- 
ain’s own policy of full employ- 
ment and social justice. 

“Third Force” Opposed. 

3. Britain is sharply and perma-. 
nently opposed to the creation of 
a neutral European bloc which | 
might act as a “third force” be- 
tween the United States and Rus- 
sia. It stands with the United 
States. This is obviously a slap 
at many French politicians who 
‘think of the western European 
union as a means of creating a 
third force that might eventually 
become independent of the United 
States. 

4. It isn't either necessary or 
desirable to set up a_ super- 
government in West Europe. 
Britain has a democratically 
elected government of its own 
which should be able to represent 
the wishes and interests of its 
people, The same should be true 
of others’ governments. 

“The Labor party cénsiders it is 
neither possible nor desirable un- 
der existing circumstances to 
form a complete union, political 
or economic. Instead, national 
policies must be progressively 
harmonized by consent through 
co-operation between  govern- 
ments.” 

5. The Council of Europe 
should concentrate on the basic |

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Bradley Talks Turkey 


Gen. Omar N. Bradley regards war as just 
about the worst fate that can befall any nation. 
That is why, in an exclusive interview in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, he talked with consid- 
erable bluntness on the world situation and 
what the 12 nations of the Atlantic Pact are 
doing about trying to avoid war. He put it all 
in a nutshell when he told our Washington bu- 
reau chief, Raymond P. Brandt: 

The Russians understand and appreciate 
force when they see it. Our goal is to make 


our combined forces so strong and impres- 
sive that the Russians will know that they 


cannot win. 

Appearing a day earlier before the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee, the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff was asked if the situation 
in Europe is critical. He answered: “I do not 
think there is any immediate threat of war but 
at the same time war might come at any time 
either by accident or design, although I think 
the chances are against it.” There is no rattle 
of a saber to be heard in that answer. And, con- 
sidering the intangibles and imponderables, it 
is good for a long time. 

But there was a great deal of the “iffy” in 
his statement: “It now appears possible that 
these European nations, with the help that the 
United States has given them, and the strength 
derived from our collective security planning, 
will—if given time—be able to defend and hold 
Western Europe, if our present rate of progress 
continues.” Each citizen may wonder just what 
would keep the armies from behind the Iron 
Curtain, and aerial fleets, from sweeping over 
Western Europe in short order. 

Perhaps Bradley sought to avoid gilding the 
obvious or the predictable with gaudy colors. 
Only last May 19, Gen. Vandenberg of the Air 
Force presented in a Detroit speech a dire pic- 
ture of what might occur if the United States 
were the victim of an atomic Pear! Harbor. Col- 
umnist Walter Lippmann thereupon assailed 
Gen. Vandenberg for either frightening our al- 
lies or convincing them that “Washington is full 
of reckless and immature zealots.” 

Since Gen. Vandenberg’s Detroit speech there 
have been several statements emanating from 
the Department of Defense that indicate the 
United States either has or is about to get 
atomic artillery shells and atomic warheads on 
guided missiles, as well as “new” weapons capa- 
ble of stopping tanks and planes. 

Gen. Bradley, in his interview with the Post- 
Dispatch, was asked: “What effect will new 
weapons have on the military forces of individ- 
ual nations?” He replied that while new weap- 
ons should be planned, the greatest urgency is 
for “firm establishment of sufficient forces 
armed with the conventional weapons.” 

That is Gen. Bradley at his best. A fighting 
man with one eye alert for all that inventors 
and scientists can do and the other kept on 
the grouping of well-trained men armed with 
conventional weapons. 

Our allies, closer to the danger than we are, 
know what the score is. There is much to 
be lost and nothing to be gained by attempt- 
ing to reassure them with vague talk of new 
weapons that can win wars easily. 

Gen. Bradley deserves a salute for discussing 
the situation on a down-to-earth basis instead 
of on the remote prospects of new super-weapons 
that would give us a hands-down victory in a 
few days with few losses. 
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Race Against Time 

Democratic leaders in Congress planned a 
definite strategy for extending rent controls, and 
so far it has worked. They decided that the House 
would be more likely to accept an extension 
bill if the Senate led the way, which it now 
has done by g vote of 36 to 28. 

Thirty. Democrats voted for the rent control 
measure and five, all Southerners, voted against 
it. Senator Cain, who failed to prevent action 
with a 16-hour filibuster, led 23 Republican 
colleagues in the opposition. These included 
the old guard—Senators Bricker, Capehart, But- 
ler, Hickenlooper, Taft and McCarthy. 

Yet the bill would not have passed at all had 
it not been for six Republicans who refused 
to follow the partisan path. One was Forrest 
Donnell of Missouri, whose vote was to the 
interest of thousands of tenants in this area. 

In spite of Senator Cain’s protestation that 
there is no housing shortage, nearly 30 million 
tenants still depend on the law for protection 
against inflationary rents. Sixty large cities de- 
pend on it. Judging by area alone, much of 
the country may no longer need rent control, 
but the present legislation fairly recognizes that. 
The bill requires cities to authorize any exten- 
sion of controls beyond the end of this year. 

House leaders predict final passage of the 
measure shortly, and it cannot be too soon. 
Congress usually has acted on rent control 
extensions at the last minute, in hair-breadth 
Harry fashion, but now there are only 17 days 
before present controls expire. 
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The Thrill Drivers Go Free 


It would have been better if the law had 


never tried to deal with two young thrill drivers’ 


than for it to deal with them as Police Judge 
Claude W. McElwee, of Frontenac Village, has 
done. The offenders, Robert H. Moore and Guy 
Mullen Jr., have gone scot-free, except for 
a $10 fee for costs. Judge McElwee spoke 
of putting them into the Army until the Army 
said it was not a reform school and wouldn't 
have them. He gave them the alternative of a 
$300 fine each until he called that off too. 

What are these two young offenders to think 
of it? What are other young offenders, like the 
hot-rod driver in Atlanta who belongs to a 
90-Mile-an-Hour Club, to think of it? Aren't 
they bound to think that it is an open invitation 
for them to do more of the same, and that they 
can get off unpunished if they do? 

The cases of the Moore and Mullen boys are 
not necessarily important in themselves, but 
they are important as instances of an aberration 
that is affecting the characters of many Amer- 
ican youths. It is an aberration which we firmly 
believe can be cured by healthful disciplinary 
measures on the part of parents and police. 

Boys like these are not fit to drive automo- 
biles. They are menaces to the lives of all. The 
very first and the very least action that should 
be taken with respect to them is to remove 
them from behind the driver’s wheel until such 


justice of the law and to impress them with 
their need for self-improvement. 

Meanwhile, Judge McElwee has turned young 
Moore and Mullen loose again on the com- 
munity to which he had soberly said they were 
a menace. He has failed to do anything 
ever about their violations of the law, 
he had said they could not have 
more flagrantly.

to imagine. In their own ways the parents who 
failed to correct these boys, and the judge who 
failed to punish them, are as culpable as the 
boys themselves. It is a record in which no one 
concerned can take any pride. Is it the record 
as they mean to let it stand? 


Missouri Should Be Next 

Roscoe Anderson, St. Louis lawyer, has suc- 
ceeded Allen McReynolds of Carthage as presi- 
dent of the Board of Curators of the University 
of Missouri. Mr. Anderson assumes this post 
for a period which almost certainly will see the 
break in the old racial barrier at Columbia. 
He and his associates on the Board of Curators 
will be called on to join in applying the Supreme 
Court decision in the Texas ségregation case. 

Writing the -ynanimous decision in the case 
from the University of Texas, Chief Justice 
Vinson showed that there was a great difference 
between the tax-suppofted white and Negro 
law schools in Texas. A “separate but equal” 
school cquid not be equal, the Chief Justice 
made plain, when it has the short end in “repu- 
tation of the faculty, experience of the admin- 
istration, position and influence of the alumni, 
standing in the community, traditions and pres- 
tige.” 

Lack in such attributes as these would estab- 
lish inequality even if a brave effort were being 
made to have equal libraries, substantially the 
same courses and so on. 

Chief Justice Vinson might just as well have 
been talking about the situation in Missouri. 
The Lincoln University Law School in St. Louis 
is headed by Dean Scovell Richardson who is 
able and industrious. Dean Richardson and his 
staff have worked hard—as hard perhaps as the 
staff at Columbia, yet to adapt words from 
Chief Justice Vinson’s opinion in the Texas 
case, “it is difficult to believe that one who had 
a free choice between these schools would con- 
sider the question close.” 

What should Mr. Anderson and the other 
curators do in the wake of the Supreme Court 
decision? Unfortunately they do not have the 
authority to take down the race bar. The State 
Constitution of 1945 entrusts any change in the 
policy of educational segregation to the Legis- 
lature. Due to a State Senate committee on 
which Emery W. Allison placed himself, the 
bill to end segregation at Columbia failed in the 
Senate after passage, 100 to 8, in the House. 

Happily, the curators have filed suit for 
a declaratory judgment in the Cole County Cir- 
cuit Court asking for guidance in deciding the 
circumstances under which Negroes must be 
admitted. If ‘the declaratory judgment measures 
up to the opportunity it may go a long way 
to clearing up the problem. Meantime, the 
voters should mark the fact that Mr. Allison 
sat on the committee which for seven months 
bottled up the bill to strike- the old hobbles 
from Missouri. 

Meantime, 82 Negroes are enrolled, on a’non- 
segregated basis, in the University of Oklahoma, 
which is 200 miles south of St. Louis. 
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The Vanishing Yardstick 


In an age of unnerving events, everybody 
will be suitably shaken by the news that the 
British imperial standard yard. a metal master 
yardstick, has been shrinking. This yard, by 
which all other yards are measured, has lost 
two-millionths of its original length during the 
past half-century. 

That’s what it says. For mathematical idiots 
like ourselves® the puzzle is what standard of 
measurement reveals that the primal and pris- 
tine standard of measurement no longer accu- 
rately measures. As Dorothy Parker said of a 
dignitary when told that he was dead: “How 
can they tell?” 
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Dualism in Air Safety 

Congress should recreate the independent Air 
Safety Board. New evidence of weakness in 
the present dualistic federal control of air 
safety arose after the deaths of 28 persons in 
a non-scheduled flight from Puerto Rico. 

The Civil Aeronautics Administration had a 
long record of safety violations by the com- 
pany which operated that flight. Complaints 
were filed against the firm last year. An ex- 
aminer for the Civil Aeronautics Board studied 
the complaints last month. But nothing was 
done before the tragedy occurred. 

Pre-flight inspection of the airliner in Puerto 
Rico showed nothing wrong, but there is no 
excuse for long delay in presecuting a com- 
pany which has violated safety rules. Why was 
there such a delay? 

The CAA attempts to enforce rules which 
the CAB makes. The CAA could not revoke an 
operator’s permit; the CAB has to do that. 
All of this requires investigations, hearings, 
exchanges between the two agencies—and a 
long, long time. 

By contrast, the Air Safety Board acted 
speedily and with effect. It was tesponsible 
for accident investigation and rules as well, 
and it was independent of political direction. 
During its 17-months existence, there were no 
fatalities on scheduled domestic airlines. 

Almost every Congress has heard proposals 
to restore that board, and almost every year 
has brought tragic new evidence that it is 
needed. How long can Congress deny action? 
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Banzai, General! 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur is engaged in a 
campaign to drive the Japanese Communists 
underground. Through it he runs a grave risk 
of helping the Communists swell their ranks 
by selling themselves as innocent victims of 
the Occupation. Through it he also makes a 
serious attack on fundamental principles of civil 


‘ liberties. And merely for pointing out that fact,

with expulsion. 

Anybody who sincerely believed in the su- 
premacy of the people and the wisdom of his 
own decisions would be glad to have his policies 
put before the public.

He does not believe in letting the people know 
anything whieh strays from the “Our Hero” 
official line. For years he has been stifling 
criticism and letting his military ability and 
hi¢ apologists in this country carry the ball 
for him. 

Hawley said he was told by Gen. Almond, 
chief of staff, that a correspondent was a “bad 
security risk” if he published any news “likely 
to interfere with occupation objectives.” This 
is a definition of “bad security risk” which even 
Senator McCarthy might not swallow.

The contract is good news not only to 
the parties concerned. It is a declaration 
of faith by the leading company of a lead- 
ing industry in the continuing prosperity of 
our country with all that means to the 
Western world. It is more than a great 
expectation—it is a positive act to help 
make the expectation come true. 


The contract’s terms with regard to dura- 
tion, pensions, annual wage increases, cost 
of living allowances, 
modified union shop, 
health and insurance 
programs are un- 
usual and generous. 
Agreement was 
reached well short of 
the strike deadline 
between union lead- 
ers chastened by the 
Chrysler struggle 
and accompany 
uniquely situated fi- 
nancially and indus- 
try-wise.

plied generally. The ability of other com- 
panies to approach the standards set by 
particular provisions of the contract will 
depend on their own positions. To for- 
get this vital fact would be to jeopardize 
the advances made in this unprecedented 
agreement. Union strategy and _ tactics 
will largely determine how good the con- 
tract is for the economy in the long run. 


A Successful Compromise

felt that if left alone they could win the 
union shop, and on managements which 
felt it was a half-way house to the closed 
shop. 

Maintenance of membership had just 
about outlived its usefulness when the 
Taft-Hartley Act knocked it in the head. 
That law provided that no union security 
contract could be negotiated unless a major- 
ity of those it would cover voted for a 
union shop. Unions felt that as iong as 
they won a union shop vote, it would be 
a sign of weakness to settle for the paler 
maintenance of membership. 


What loomed, therefore, after three 
waves of postwar bargaining that had net- 
ted wage increases and one that netted 
pensions, was a knock-down, drag-out fight 
over union security. Had G.M. led a re- 
sistance movement against compromise on 
the issue the next bargaining round in in- 
dustry would have been very stormy. 


Working With Good Will 


Instead, the G.M. formula has been 
worked out. The principle that employes 
will not be forced into the union against 
their will is maintained. Present employes 
who are not members don’t have to join. 
Future employes may or may not make the 
union membership requirement a basis 
for refusing employment. 


The whole contract was arrived at in an 
atmosphere, if not exactly novel, then cer- 
tainly very rare in union-management nego- 
tiations. Intense though the bargaining 
was, the parties refrained from public prov- 
ocation and vilification. A group of re- 
sponsible men from both union and com- 
pany took their responsibilities seriously 
and the result bears witness to mutual 
good will.

Once the union had that as- 
surance, it was willing to bind itself to a 
five-year contract, confident that the com- 
pany would not take advantage of its in- 
ability to fight for new contracts as an 
opportunity to undermine the organization. 


Leadership by Both Sides

Returning home after the recent war’s 
end, Princeton-educated Livingston Biddle 
Jr., enrolled in Martha Foley’s fiction.

That in itself 
need not be a fault. The shortcoming lies 
in Mr. Biddle’s not telling us why this 
couple threw overboard 30 years of social 
— as if it meant nothing to 

em. 

His supernumerary chatacters have more 
vitality and seem more authentic. In his 
assorted newspaper people and social 
climbers who move through his pages with 
a notable look of restraint Mr. Biddle has 
as fine a collection of extras as any first 
novelist can boast. Joe Vane usually out- 
shines Paul Or Cassandra when in their 
company. But Cassandra’s back-slapping 
husband gets completely out of hand—the 
author’s hand — with his i 
brand of humor, prejudice and bias. Per- 
haps Mr. Biddle tried too hard to make a 
symbol of Randy Brent and therefore sac- 
rificed him to caricature. 

“Main Line” is a well written book, but

MYRON TAYLOR SAYS 
POPE IS ‘HEROIC 
SPIRITUAL FIGURE’

On the other side are most of 
the Democrats who follow the 
trust-busting line. They have ar- 
gued long and with thorough and 
skillful documentation that such

Pointing Toward a Veto. 


This time the advance indica- 
tions are for a veto, and they 
could be just as wrong as in the 
ether instance. The same groups 
that opposed the Kerr bill are 
now urging the President to turn 
down the basing-point measure. 
Among them are the trade 
unions, farm organizations, and 
some small business associations. 
They have thus far succeeded .in 
producing a volume of protest 
much greater than the favorable 
mail and telegrams. 

But there are influential advo- 
cates who want Mr. Truman to 
sign. One of them is Secretary 
of Commerce Charles Sawyer. 
And the fact that O'Mahoney is 
for the bill can hardly be ignored. 

That ancient story about the 
farm hand who did fine at every 
kind of hard and demanding task 
until he was put to sorting the 
good potatoes from the bad may 
apply to the job of president. 
It’s the decisions that really get 
you down. And the President's 
own party is so split that he can’t 
ordinarily fall back on party regu- 
larity.

today. 


The question is an old one to 
many schools whose grid ma- 
chines are only a couple of finan- 
cial jumps ahead of the sheriff. 

‘The regents gave their stamp of 
approval to the university’s foot- 
b program yesterday, arguing 
that a major athletic program was 
just as important to university 
lifé at Nevada as a minor one in- 
cluding only intramural sports 
and a physical education setup. 

The regents also pointed out 
that a minor sports program also 
cost money and would return lit- 


tle if any profit, while a “big 


time” football team might occa- 
sionally make enough money to 
run the school’s minor athletic 
program. ° 

But Nevada's football backers 
told the regents that :it will cost 
about $60,000 a year, exclusive 
of gate receipts and students fees’ 
to keep the team playing such 
schools as Texas A. and M., St. 
Mary's and Santa Clara. 

The Downtown Boosters and 
the University Alumni Associa- 
tion, who have joined to raise cash 
to keep football going at Nevada, 
figure the state's citizens, includ- 
ing those engaged in legal gam- 
bling,.are good for maybe $30,000 
at the most. 

The question then, regents 
point out, is where can an addi- 
tional $30,000 be raised. They 
hope to answer it when the Ne- 
vada Legislature convenes next 
January. 

Many Nevada football critics 
have accused the gamblers of 
blandly dishing out dough to keep 
the team running in first class 
style, but account ledgers show 
this isn’t true. For instance, the 
regents recently agreed to absorb 
a $48,000 debt -incurred by the 
Boosters over the last several 
years for feeding and housing 
football players.

NEW YORE, June 13.

STOCKHOLM. 


NE day during our stay here 
(0 we started the morning with a 

visit to an elementary school. 
Swedish children begin school at 
the age of seven, and remain 
through a seven-year course. If, 
however, they are going to a uni- 
versity they may leave after five 
years and go to what is known as 
a gymnasium where they spend 
five or six years before entering 
the university. If on the other 
hand, they plan to go to work or 
to a vocational school, they finish 
their seven years and enter a high 
school or a vocational school. The 
last two years of high scheol ap- 


proximate the first years of our - 


college. 


The hours seem rather distract- 
ing for a mother, particularly as 


‘household aid is almost impossi- 


ble to obtain—and almost every 
woman does her own housework. 
Children go to school at 8 o'clock, 
having had something very light 
to eat. A few schools give them 
lunch at gl, but in most cases 
they go home for lunch then and 
return to school at 12. They 
stay in school until 2:15. Some 
schools have a voluntary hobbies 
class in the afternoon. Their 
homework, until they go to high 
school, should not take more than 
two hours and to start with can be 
done in half an hour.

OUR NEXT VISIT was to a vo- 
cational school. Here the children 
get very good training in a great 
number of trades. 

There is nothing very different 
about the schools I have visited 
here than a very good school at 
home, except, that they have a 
better health system and certain- 
ly better care is given to chil- 
dren's teeth. There are 48 clin- 
ics and 100 dentists to care for 
the children’s teeth in Stock- 
holm alone.

LATER I HAD AN opportunity 
to talk with representatives of 
the Swedish Federation of Em- 
ployers and the Swedish Federa- 
tion of Unions. Their employer- 


employe relationships are cer- 
tainly more mature and better 
integrated -than ours. Whether 
we could repeat their system I 
do not know, but a study would 
be helpful to us and I am taking 
home a great deal of material. 

We lunched in one of the most 
beautiful private factories I have 
ever seen, the L. M. Erickson Co. 
Fifteen years ago it was moved a 
little way outside of the city. The 
employes live in surrounding 
smnall individual houses, on which 
the company guarantees pay- 
ments, or in model apartments. 
There is a shopping center and a 
delightful community center 
which is open to the neighbor- 
hood whether they are employes 
of the factory or not. 

The factory building is light 
and airy. Music is played at 
intervals over the loud speaking 
system. They have a 10-minute 
rest period in the morning and 
50 minutes for lunch and a very 
good cafeteria. They run a 
nursery and a nursery school. On 
the whole I have rarely: seen a 
better private setup.

Lamb Is at 
lts Best 
Just Now 
By Edith M. Barber 


amb is the meat which is be- 

coming more generally appre- 

ciated. Perhaps this is because 
we are all of us somewhat con- 
trary and the higher prices which 
have resulted from lessened pro- 
duction has made this meat seem 
more desirable to those who pre- 
pom had not been too fond of 

Most of us like our lamb thor- 
oughly cooked. The even temper- 
ature method is particularly sat- 
isfactory. The smaller the roast, 
the longer the time per pound 
should be allowed. The meat 
should be juicy but nicely 
browned on the outside and, of 
course, should be roasted without 
a cover. A leg of lamb is gener- 
ally preferred, although for a spe- 
cial occasion you might like to 
use a crown roast which is made 
up of the rib chops. The center 
may be filled with a savory stuff- 
ing, if you like. Stuffing is almost 
always used with a shoulder of 
lamb and this is delicious when 
it has had a long slow cooking. 
Any lamb roast may be basted 
during the latter part of cooking 
with jelly or a mint sauce may be 
served on the side. Lamb is at its 
best just now. As you know, 
spring lamb is highly considered. 

Roast Leg of Lamb. 

Rub meat with salt and pepper 
and place fat side up in uncov- 
ered pan. If a meat thermometer 
is used, insert in center of fleshy 
portion and be sure it does not 
touch the bone. Roast in moder- 
ate oven (350 degrees F.) and to 
185 degrees F. by the thermome- 
ter. Allow 35 to 45 minutes per 
pound. If desired, roast may be 
rubbed with garlic before cook- 
ing, or it may be basted during 
the latter part of cooking with 
any tart jelly or with mint jelly. 
Roast Stuffed Shoulder Of Lamb 

Six pounds shoulder of lamb; 
salt, pepper; four cups (about) 
well-seasoned stuffing. 

Have shoulder boned. Wipe 
meat with cloth and sew on 3 
sides, leaving 1 side open for 
stuffing. Rub inside and outside 
with salt and pepper. Fill cavity 
with stuffing, and tie or sew open- 
ing securely. The amount of stuff- 
ing required will depend upon 
size of pocket. Dot meat with 3 
tablespoons bacon fat or drip- 
pings. Place bone in pan with 
meat. Roast in moderate oven (350 
degrees F.) allowing 40 minutes 
per pound. Yield: 8 to 10 servings. 


Hashed Brown Potatoes 

Ingredients: Four cups finely 
chopped cooked potatoes, two 
tablespoons finely diced onion, 
three-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon freshly-ground 
pepper, two tablespoons butter or 
margarine, one-fourth cup hot 
water, parsley (if desired). 

Method: Mix potatoes, onion, 
salt and pepper. Melt butter or 
margarine in skillet; add water 
and potato mixture in even layer. 
Cook slowly until potatoes have 
a golden brown crust. Fold over 
like an omelet and serve gar- 
nished with parsley if desired. 
Makes five servings.

“My wife said I should leave 
the cards on the table and discard 
them until I could make up the 
120, as the rules say.

The rules say, ‘There is no pen- 
alty for illegal card exposure in 
two-hand play.’ My meld didn’t 
give any information to my part-

I pay a penalty?” 

It is true that the insufficient 
meld gives no improper informa- 
tion in a two-hand game. In fact, 
the illegal meld in this case actu- 
ally helped the opponent, because 
it revealed to her the two pairs, 
aces and jacks, and warned her 
not to discard either. 

Nevertheless, the penalty for an 
insufficient meld is intended to 
aoply in two-hand as well as in 
four-hand games. If there were no 
penalty, a player might become 
careless about his melds, and his 
opponent would have to be watch- 
ful all the time. The penalty is a 
sort of preventive medicine. 

In this case it was retributory, 
too. The husband shouldn't have 
wanted to meld—not when he had 
to use both his wild cards and 
leave himself without one. He 
should have waited until he got 
another wild card or ace—even 
if, as he thought, he had needed 
only 90 far his first meld.

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Job Outlook for 1950's June Grads 


Survey Shows peaiing of Guarded pe es Over se for 400,000 Leaving U.S. Colleges 


By Bob Considine 


NEW YORK, June 13. 
OME 400,000 young Americans 
will graduate from United 
States colleges this month, to 
beat on the ‘burly doors of job- 
dom with their somewhat less 
than pulverizing sheepskins. 

This record crop, which in- 
cludes thousands of products of 
the G.I. Bill of Rights, will have 
an easier time than the products 
of the 1930s but—here and there 
—a rougher time than the gradu- 
ates of the 1940s. 

Their task of fitting into a Unit- 
ed States civilian labor force 
which now totals 62,183,000 will 
not be simplified. The Depart- 
ment of Labor announced earlier 
this month that of the total work- 
ing force some 3,515,000 were 
currently jobless. And the annual 
“Oklahoma run” by collegians in 
search of jobs will be further 
hampered by the mightier “run” 
on the part of 750,000 high school 
graduates who have given notice 
that they will not go to college. 


However, there are jobs and 
though as one Princeton Univer- 
sity professor said, ‘““They will be 
had at the expense of several 
pairs of shoes worn out,” the gen- 
eral feeling is one of guarded 
optimism. 

_ Most optimistic report, in a na- 

tion-wide poll comes from the 
Family Economics Bureau of the 
Northwestern National Life In- 
surance Co., of Minneapolis. 

“Four out of every five job- 
hungry June college grads will be 
employed by Oct. 1,” it reports, 
after a survey of the job situation 
and talks with job-finders located 
in 120 United States colleges. 

Least optimistic of ~ sources 
tapped, however, is the Depart- 
ment of Labor. It says: 

“The job market this year will 
be the tightest of any time since 
the beginning of the war. « There 
will be keen competition in most 
fields. Some of the best oppor- 
tunities lie in the medical field 
and its related components. 

i seamen are excellent for 


social workers and elementary 
school teachers. Law is notably 
over-cfrowded and high school 
teachers and chemists with B.A. 
degrees will have a very*difficult 
time.” 

The pea takes a dim- 
mer view of the chances of high 
school grads: 

“High school students will meet 
even more competition with col- 
lege graduates seeking their first 
jobs in business. High school 
students have the best opportu- 
nity in business as typists and 
stenographers. There is also a 
good opportunity in sales work.” 

Somewhere in between those 
two polar estimates are the reac- 
tions of individual colleges. 

Job-finders at Yale, Princeton 
and Columbia agree that if the 
present crop of grads had been 
dropped on the job market six 
months ago they’d have had a 
much more severe task. Times 
have brightened in the meantime, 
the Ivy colleges concede. 

Graduate pharmacists have the 
best chance of stepping into a 


pond-oqging job, the college con- 
sensus feels. Holders of plain 
B.A. degrees, as is often the rule, 
will have the toughest sledding 
in the pay department. Prince- 
ton, for instance, feels that its 
general course products. will 
start out on the long road toward 
the top by earning about $40 a 
week, 
x *« * 

HE general fields of business 
T exploration, chiefly the tradi- 

tional search for new oil re- 
serves, have shown less interest 
in 1950’s graduates than ever be- 
fore, one key college noted. An- 
other school, the University of 
Omaha, noted a sharp decline in 
replies received from _ firms 
which usually show, an interest 
in hiring its brighter grads. 

The four big Washington (D.C.) 
universities — George Washing- 
ton, Georgetown, Catholic Uni- 
versity and American University 
—are perhaps the country’s fore- 
most producers of better-than- 
average Government employes 
and officials. Each now reports 
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that this chief goal of so many 
of their students is currently re- 


Ohio State’s employment serv- 
ice office has told its people that 
the following fields are over- 
crowded: law, engineering, jour- 
nalism, chemistry and personnel. 
It advises its grads to take a job 
in related fields. 


Wallace - Hooper, of Southern 
Methodist, takes a rosier view of 
things than the average. “The 
outlook is good and not the sob 
story many think, but graduates 
must be prepared—in a pinch— 
to look harder and start at lower 
salaries than last year’s grads. 
Employers needing college grad- 
uates now see about four appli- 
cants for every one they screened 
last year.” 

The University of Utah. reports 
meager opportunity in the 
usually fertile geological fields and 
a regional plethora of electrical 
and mechanical engineers. Atomic 
energy fields are attracting quali- 
fied Oregon State products, the 
school states. The hoped-for ad- 


vantages in the television field 
have not developed, Oregon State 
adds. There is only one TV sta- 
tion in that area of the North- 
west. 

As other colleges report, there 
is little conflict for jobs between 
male and female grads—what with 
the girls gravitating mainly to- 
ward teaching, nursing and social 
work, now that war-born oppor- 
tunities have either closed or 
yielded to returned males. 
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ENN STATE’S outlook is 
Prermea “excellent”+with many 

calls from manufacturing and 
steel interests, Pittsburgh's exodus 
of sheepskin-brandishers is head- 
ing successfully for heavy manu- 
facture and the bigger electrical 
manufacturing concerns. The Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and Tem- 
ple’s grads are reported as find- 
ing job openings “spotty.” 

The University of Texas stu- 
dent employment bureau moans 
that the job outlook is the poorest 
since the war. It thinks its law- 
yers will average from $150 to 
$175 a month, for starters, as op- 
posed to its pharamacists’ $350. 

“Employment prospects for our 
1500 graduates are ore en- 
couraging now than a few months 
ago,” says Stuart H. Clement, of 
the Yale Senior Placement Bu- 
reau, “but the job outlook still is 
not so good as in 1947, 1948 and 

Out California way, the state’s 
university says, “The job market 
isn’t anywhere near as depressed 
as we had expected.” U.C.L.A. 
seems to be placing a great num- 
ber of grads in manufacturing, 
insurance, banking and merchan- 
dising. 

Boston University, with an en- 
roliment of more than 32,000, 
sees “no cause for grave con- 
cern,” and that seems to sum up 
the general outlook of United 
States schools which — having 
honed their prodtcts to razor 
edge—now feels duty bound to 
fit them into that fantastic and 
varied United States work pic- 
ture.
